Those of you who still think that 
this fuel or energy shortage is just 
something contrived by the major 
oil companies, because it came on us 
so suddenly and without any ap­ 
parent warning, might be interested 
in the following. 
The Feb. 16, 1935 issue of the 
“Saturday Evening Post” contained 
an article by then-Secretary of the 
Interior Harold Ickes entitled “After 
the 
Oil 
Deluge, 
What 
Price 
Gasoline?” 
One of the famed New Dealers of 
Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, 
Ickes 
discussed the cutthroat oil industry 
of 
1935 and also 
made 
some 
predictions of oil-scarce days to 
come. 
“Someday there will be an end to 
new discoveries of oil, just as the 
finish of our present known oil 
reserve is in sight,” wrote Ickes in 
Depression ravaged 1935. Our low- 
cost oil reserves, known or unknown, 
may last for ten years or twenty 
years or even thirty years, but they 
will not last indefinitely. Inevitably 
there will come a day of scarcity of 
cheap oil. 
. 
, 
“ Our oil supply is limited, 
although cheap oil is necessary to 
our personal peace and comfort and 
to our safety as a nation. There is no 
doubt about our absolute and 
complete dependence on oil,” 
continued Ickes. “Our entire system 
of distribution depends on oil. Shut 
off our supply and our cities would 
starve in the midst of plenty without 
facilities to move foodstuffs from the 
farms. If the trucks and engines of 
the nation were suddenly stalled, our 
factories would stand idle. Trade, 
the lifeblood of our nation, would 
instantly be at a standstill.” 
Speaking of the effects of wasteful 
competition, then rampant in the oil 
industry, Ickes warned, “To the 
consumer, the cost at which oil may

Deluge, 
What 
Price 
Gasoline?” 
One of the famed New Dealers of 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt, 
Ickes 
discussed the cutthroat oil industry 
of 
1935 
and 
also 
made 
some 
predictions of oil-scarce days to 
come. 
“Someday there will be an end to 
new discoveries of oil, just as the 
finish of our present known oil 
reserve is in sight,” wrote Ickes in 
Depression ravaged 1935. ‘‘Our low- 
cost oil reserves, known or unknown, 
may last for ten years or twenty 
years or even thirty years, but they 
will not last indefinitely. Inevitably 
there will come a day of scarcity of 
cheap oil. 
“ Our oil 
supply 
is lim ited, 
although cheap oil is necessary to 
our personal peace and comfort and 
to our safety as a nation. There is no 
doubt about our absolute and 
com plete dependence on oil,” 
continued Ickes. ‘‘Our entire system 
of distribution depends on oil. Shut 
off our supply and our cities would 
starve in the midst of plenty without 
facilities to move foodstuffs from the 
farms. If the trucks and engines of 
the nation were suddenly stalled, our 
factories would stand idle. Trade, 
the lifeblood of our nation, would 
instantly be at a standstill.” 
Speaking of the effects of wasteful 
competition, then rampant in the oil 
industry, Ickes warned, “To the 
consumer, the cost at which oil may
